New York, Nov. 3.—The most active 
business ln this season and probably 
In the history of the trade, was re¬ 
ported in the New’ York Cotton Ex¬ 
change to-day. Prices made new high 
records at the start, owing to sensa¬ 
tional gains in English and Southern 
markets, while New York was closed 
yesterday; but reports thaf Mr Patten

Sutton; W. Va. Nov. *3.—Two organ¬ 
ized parties of men are to-night scour¬ 
ing the hills of tpls county searching 
for two negroes believed to have sided 
Charles Lewis, also a negro, in a 
dastardly assault upon Mrs. Mary Lock- 
hold, wife of a prosperous farmer* to¬ 
day. near the small settlement of Ex¬ 
change If the negmqe are caught, 
lynching is not improbable. I*wls. 
the only Irffown member of the party pf 
throe who are thought to have been Im¬ 
plicated in the deed, was killed by a 
(Kissee to-day while endeavoring to 
escape. 

According to Deputy Sheriff Wil¬ 
liams. three negroes late last night 
went to the home of CWrge Lock hold, 
nnd after tying the farmer to a tree and 
whipping him on his bare back with 
willow switches, attempted an assault 
upon Mrs. Lockhold. Persons who hap- 
l*ned to be passing fhe Lockhold farm 
heard the scream* of the woman and 
the negroes tied at the approach of the 
pasj'crsby. 

After a twenty-four hour hunt. Lewis, 
one of the supp »*cd trio of negroes, 
was apprehended. As he turned to 
flee from his pursuers after bring or¬ 
dered to throw up his hands he was 
shot and fnstantly killed.

Outside of drills with the life¬ 
saving apparatus they have nothing to 
do but show the machines to the admir¬ 
ing Rummer visitors. But In winter, if 
you can find a visitor so close to the sea 
os these men live, you won't hear him 
envying them their lot. 'They are there 
to watch fuu\ patrol the coast night and 
day through every brand of weather, 
and they do It. They see every light 
at sea. and know what It means. If. 
because of strain navigation and the 
better marking of the coasts with light¬ 
ship* and houses, there ore fewer 
w-rccki, the sea needs still to be 
watched that vessels offsheffv may be 
warned when they are too near danger. 

Nowhere else In the world Is there 
such an organization a* the life-saving 
service of the United States. It was 
of slow growth and perhaps of indefi¬ 
nite purpose, but It was invented in 
this oountry and luis had here its 
greatest development. Its one main 
purpose has been to save lives and 
property from shipwreck along our 
coasts. T©-day 10.000 mile* of odx 
coast line In closely guarded for this 
purpose. And the 250 stations, with 
from six to ten men In each, are di¬ 
vided Into thirteen districts, with sixty 
stations on the Great Lakes, eighteen 
on the Pacific coast, one at Louisville, 
Ky.. and all the others o\f the Atlantic 
seacoasL 
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History of the Service. 


The first Ilfc-savlng gun—also an 
American invention, was fired at the 
immigrant ship Ayreshire when she 
wa* wrecked on our coast In January, 
1350. and 201 liven were saved. Noth¬ 
ing much wa* dime, however, toward 
syMteinatlzing the service until 1871. up 
to which time most of the life-saving 
work had been carried out along the 
Now Jersey and Long Island shores In 
1371 Congress appropriated $ 200,000 for 
a rcrvice of regular crews, placed un¬ 
der Sumner I. Kimball, then head of 
I he Marine Service. He was appointed 
general superintendent of the Life¬ 
saving Service In 1B7S. and the credit 
for its present perfection of organiza¬ 
tion Is nis. Now the service is under 
the Treasury Department. 

Since 1871, the earliest date from 
which reliable record* run, 18.411 disas¬ 
ters to vessel* have come within the 
handling of the service. In these out of 
127.393 lives that were Jeopardized, 
only 1.194 were lost This Is less than 
l per cent. Out of $242,683,699 in prop- 
perty, $192,024,612 has been saved. This 
is nearly 80 per cent. Last year 3.749 
persons were saved from ocean ship¬ 
wreck and only 16 lost. The property 
involved wan $12,911,915 and the loss 
$1,855,110. In addition to these figures 
there were 768 casualties to small craft, 
such as aall and rowboats, in which out 
>f 1.963 live* Jeopardized only six were 
lost. 

This work has boon done fn ways 
that make stories of heralsm more 
thrilling than those of the battlefield 
The llfesaver I* originally a man of 
hardihood nnd courage and the training 
of the service and Its peculiar appeal bo 
the humane sentiment* tend fo Increase 
these traits Ho is a "paid hero." of 
course, but so Is the soldier nnd sailor, 
nnd the pay of the guardsman Is small* 
He gets $66 a month, out of which he 
must pay for hi® food at the station 
it ess and keep hts wife and family. If 
he have one The entire cost of the 
♦■rvlco last year. Including station 
crows. Inspector*, superintendents nnd 
s% board of lifesaving appliance*, wa* 
$1 962.524.90. 

The life-saving crew works In varl- 
>iik ways. When a vessel ground* off 
bore in fair % weather which Is fre- 
•lu^ntly the case despite warning sig¬ 
nal* from one of the stations, it i* often 
possible to telegraph to New York or 
Philadelphia for a tug. which arrives In 
a few hours. The vessel is pulled off 
in this way and goes on her course 
*galn. sometime* without the news of 
ft reaching the newspapers 
• • • 

How the Apparatus Is Used.

This Is like a large pair of knee 
breeches susi>ended from a ring that 
Is attached to running tackle which 
carries It along the hawser. The person 
to be rescued puts one leg In each of 
the legs of the buoy, and 1 * thua 
brought ashore In safety. If there are 
many people on th*‘ *hip. or some are 
women, or are sick, or If the hawser 
hang* so low that the passenger in the 
breeches buoy would be In ganger of 
being smothered In the sea. \ the life- 
car is used. This Is a rounded recep¬ 
tacle Wholly Inclosed and air-tight and 
water-tight when the hatchway or en¬ 
trance Is closed. It will accommodate 
five or six people It run* back and 
forth along the hawser Just as the 
breeches buoy ^Would.

Th* prompt and efficient use of all 
this apparatus Involves constant drill. 
There is even a drill for putting on 
the life belts which each m» rnbt*c of 
the crew wears when It is a rase of 
going to the vessel with a lifeboat. In 
this drill the men stand In a line close 
together and each one adjust* the belt 
for the man in front of him. thus mak¬ 
ing ready with extreme rapidity. For 
the use of the lifeboat, the shooting 
of the line, the manipulation of the 
breeches buoy and life car th«*re are 
regular drills on different days of the 
\ve*k. Then there arc resuscitation 
drills—for every member of the crew 
must know how to restore respiration 
to a dfowned body, whether working 
alone or with others—and signal tlag 
drills. With Much practice there is 
never any confusion in action. Every 
man knows Just what his place and 
what his particular task Is and does U. 
Every member of the crew, except the 
captain or stationkeeper. take* hi* turn 
at patrolling. For this he leaves his 
station to walk along the shore to meet 
a man leaving the next station above 
or below half way between the two 
points. Each man carries a check. 
These are exchanged at the place of 
meeting and serve to show that the 
meeting ha* taken place. In this way 
every foot of the beach Is pot rolled all 
through the night. The patrolman car- 
rleR a lantern and a Coston light, which 
latter will Ignite from a blow on the 
end of It and bum with an Inextin¬ 
guishable fiame until consumed. This 
uffords a mean* of signaling to warn 
a ship that It is In dangerous shoals, 
to answer a signal of^ distress or to 
communicate with a station. 

Along the Jersey coast the life-saving 
stations arc placed at an average dis¬ 
tance of three miles apart and are 
connected by telephone, except where 
Inlet* or arms of the sea intervene. 
Thus word of disaster and of the need 
of tur* or other help may be sent up 
arid down the coast.

The sheriff said he had offered to ar¬ 
rest the men charged with threatening 
Longnecker. but that the farmer had re¬ 
fused to give the names of the men who 
.vent to his house. Acting on this Infor¬ 
mation ffibm the sheriff the Governor 
declined to send soldiers to Mason coun¬ 
ty. 

From reports received by the military 
department -it seems that longnecker'* 
daughter made a gallant fight against 
tho night riders, using a Springfield 
army rifle vigorously.

.is County Judge. This would leave a 
vacancy In the I County Judgeship, 
v hlch would have to be filled by* ap¬ 
pointment by the Governor.

MULES ARE HARD TO BUY. 


Frankfort. Ky., Nov 3.—(Special.)— 
The year that Is now* ending ha* been 
& very favogibl© one for the Kentucky 
farmer, according to the monthly crop 
report from the State Department of 
Agriculture, which ha* Just been Is¬ 
sued here by Assistant Comml*aioner 
James W. Rankin. This 1* the last 
report that will go to the farmers for 
thl* year, a* it 1* customary for the 
department to suspend it* bulletin serv¬ 
ice during the winter month* when 
there Is practically nothing upon which 
to report. There wa* no recurrence 
of dry weather such as injured late 
crops to such a considerable extent 
lust year. The report says in part: 

• • • 

Favorable Year. 


On the whole the year ha* been s 
very favorable one for the farmer. The 
weather has been almost Ideal farming 
weather since July i. from which time 
this report covers. The drouth of the 
past year was not evident, a* enough tain 
fell during the month of July, and with 
the exception of some localities during 
August and the first part of September, 
when It was real dry. the farmers wore 
enabled to harvest every crop and house 
It nicely.

Light Wheat Yield. 


The average wheat yield for this State 
wa* not very heavy, being about eleven 
bushels. This should be Increased, and 
can be made possible If the proper rota¬ 
tion of crops is practiced by the farmers. 
• • • 

Large Corn Acreage. 


A large acreage of corn was planted 
thl* year, and In fact is (he largest for 
many years, if not the largest yield ever 
planted, and more attention was given to 
*eed selection and proper cultivation than 
ever before. 1 Inaugurated a series of 
corn-growing contests for boys and girls 
and wherever they have been held 
they have been vary successful. A 
number of counties are having corn 
show* and It seems that Kentucky 
will be a contending rival against the 
gieat oom-growing Mates of the West. 
The average yield for the State this year 
la thirty bushels per acre. 

The oats crop In Kentucky this year 
was a good one as against a com¬ 
plete failure of last year. An average 
yield for the State this year is twenty 
bushel* per acre. 

The hemp crop this year was exceed¬ 
ingly light and the prospects for a good 
price are good. 

The rye acreage Is very small In the 
State and the average yield Is only about 
nine bushels per acre. 

ITactlcally no barley wa* raised In the 
State.

The Result In Kentucky. 

Aside from the local result there are 
marry surprising Indications of a^rcvivl- 
; fled and unterrifUd Democracy In U»e 
Kentucky elections. The Legislature 
will be overwhelmingly Democratic.

The New York Election. 

lodge Gaynor* victory In New York 
la a notable one. It proves that he In 
strong in popular confidence. If hr 
had not been so he would have lost 
tho election by his vituperative and 
Irascible methods of campaigning. The 
canvttxg of Mr. Bannsrd. the Republic- 
cut nominee, was dignified and clean 
Ordinarily such a canvass would have 
been a vote-getting one. but Bonnard 
was not well known, while Gay nor, by 
reason of his long service on the bench, 
was known, or known of, by every¬ 
body. Mr. Hearst. as was expected, 
failed to muster the strength he had 
ahpwn in his previous races. He ran 
more than 25.000 votes behind Bannard 
and more than ldO.OOO behind Onynor. 

Tammany finds small causo fur re¬ 
joicing over tho election of Gaynor.

Controller, president of the Board 
of Aldermen and the five borough pres¬ 
idents. will handle nearly a billion dol¬ 
lars during Its term. Tammany would 
have found some rich picking in the 
distribution of *hts money. 

Mr. Hearst Is quoted as saying that 
it was to “assure this result** that he 
entered the race and that he consid¬ 
ers his efforts well rewarded. Doubt¬ 
less his candidacy contributed to fu- 
sionist success, but the fact that he 
entered the race after declaring his 
Intention to support Gaynor detracts 
largely from any credit that he may 
assumo to himself. 

That the tiger’s claws have been 
clipped will enuso no sorrow among 
Democrats In the country at large. 
Tammany claims to be a Democratic 
organization, but Tammany Is primar¬ 
ily and perennially for Tammany. It 
ha* made the control of the New York 
City patronage the chief atm of its ex¬ 
istence and It la utterly unscrupulous 
as to Its methods of securing that 
control. It butchers State and na¬ 
tional tickets relentlessly whenever it 
thereby can further its own selfish de¬ 
signs. It has fattened on “graft.” A 
few lean years wlU follow appropriate¬ 
ly after so many fat ones, and the 
taxpayers will benefit by the change. 

Judge Gaynor Is able and honest and 
is said to have an eye on future and 
greater honors. There Is every reason 
to believe h© will moke a good Mayor 
and that his prospects In that direc¬ 
tion are enhanced by the separation 
of Tammany from the Board of Es¬ 
timate. 


The Return of the Democrats. 

The results of Tuesday’s election 
mean. In the briefest terms, simply 
that Louisville is a Democratic city and 
Kentucky is a Democratic State, the 
conditions under iphlch Democratic op¬ 
position came Into power being merely 
temporary. • 

It was almost Inevitable that they 
would be only temporary*, for It requires 
more than new brooms to change the 
currents of political tides. 

In the State the new broom has been 
found to be one of much wielding and 
little performance, and with Democratic 
factions healed or healing nothing can 
prevent the return of Kentucky to the 
party of its old faith. 

In the city, wo have never had any¬ 
thing like a Republican majority, and 
the Republican record has fallen so far 
short of Republican pretensions that the 
vote which entrusted the, Republicans 
with power has shifted to Us old 
moorings. Like Mr. Head himself it Is 
not the desire of the winners in Tues¬ 
day’s battle to be other than generous, 
and it would serve no good purpose now 
to Indulge In extreme exultation or 
harshness toward the vanquished." It 
should be sufficient here to say that Mr. 
Grinstead fell upon the sword of politics 
which. In his desire for further official 
tenure, he took up. Louisville’s hope for 
good government lies In the fact that 
Mr. Head, about whpse Ineligibility for 
a second term there will be np question, 
will be untempted to play “politics*’ and 
will make it his ever-dominating pur¬ 
pose to be Mayor of all the people all 
the time. He is a good business tnan 
and talks like he is determined to bo 
a good business Mayor. Animated by 
such a desire, and with the plain path¬ 
way of his lawful duty before him, 
there ls every reason why he should 
achieve this highest ambition and the 
city should thus be the great gainer. 

An excellent Democratic ticket has 
been elected. Let the conduct of the 
m5n in whom jJhc people have thus con¬ 
fided be In keeping with that confi¬ 
dence nnd all will be well, both with 
the city and the party. 


“Just a little Jubilee.” 

County Judge 8. ,9. Taulbee ls quoted 
by a correspondent, who wisely took 
refuge in the railroad station to write 
of the “shooting up” of Jackson, as say¬ 
ing that the reign of terror and rain of 
bullets In tho capital of “Bloody 
Breathitt” upon election night was 
“just a little jubilee.” So it was! But 
the entertainment cost Kentucky more 
than It was worth to the drunken 
mountaineers who engaged in the cele¬ 
bration. 

Just such little Jubllrcs have given 
Jackson the sort of fame many of the 
bad men of the mountains like for the 
theater of their activities to have. An¬ 
other result has been to Introduce to 
the world, as a center of lawlessness, a 
county metropolis which would other 
wise be unknown beyond the borders of 
the State, and which is unknown save 
by reputation to the vast v majority of 
the people of Kentucky. The Jackson 
“date line” Is familiar In the news- 
papers of Christendom. As far away as 
S ydney and Capetown the exploits of 
the Breathitt gun toters urc published, 
with variations to give a romantic tinge 
to the tale. As near home as New York 
there aro thousands of readers of the 
press to whom Jackson and a few of 
the tobacco counties, which have been 
equally lawless, mean Kentucky. 

A few years ago a United Btatos 
Army officer, Just from the Philippines, 
where the suppression of an insurrec¬ 
tion was in progress, said in an inter 
view at Ban Francisco that the condl* 
turns’In some of tbe provinces u*ere 
about like the normal conditions In 
Kentucky. Many Kentuckians were In¬ 
censed. whlcn was somew hat unreason¬ 
able; many were humiliated, which was 
altogether reasonable; a few shallow*, 
pates who covet for their State the 
cheap notoriety of Its being known 
abroad as the home of a picturesque peo¬ 
ple were pleased, which was a melan¬ 
choly indication of their lack of sound 
sense. T*h© military officer, who was 
from Now York, a narrowly provincial 
city knowing little about the United 
States east of East River or west of the 
Hudson, was hardly to blame for his 
lack of Information. All of us are to a 
certain extent creatures of our environ¬ 
ment. 

The power of printer’s ink, for good 


or evil, is so great that In modern bus¬ 
iness advertising claims a very con¬ 
siderable part of the capital Invested 
In an enterprise behind which there Is 
an enterprising man or firm or corpora¬ 
tion. Publicity Is so valuable to unv 
cause that Government* no longer scorn 
to seek Its aid. How much has the 111- 
advertisement accruing to Kentucky 
from the gun play of the pistol-toting 
fraternity cost this State within the 
last half century? How much have the 
feuds In Breathitt county and the 
sordid assaults and crimes committed 
by a few bands of ruffians in certain 
counties of the tobacco-growing s«*tlon 
cost the State within the last few 
years? * 

It is to be hoped that as we secure a 
better system of roads and schools the 
people of HI© State will become suf¬ 
ficiently alive to the evil that ls done bv 
tho little Jubilees of drunken mobs of 
mountaineers or night riders, to make It 
Impossible for election certificates to go 
to aspirants for county or State office 
who are known to be tolerant of dis¬ 
order. It might be profitable to future 
gent rations In Kentucky if the public 
schools would adopt as a part of their 
curriculum a course of instruction to 
impress upon the mind of youth the 
great value of obedience to law In ad¬ 
vancing tho progress and material pros¬ 
perity of communities and of 8tates. Of 
more value than text books upon some 
of the “ologles” with which the average 
citizen has small concern, might be a 
cours*.* of instruction showing the citi¬ 
zen of to-morrow how the good roads, 
good schools and good order problems 
are interrelated. Of equal value with 
the military and political history of the 
world, the Republic and the State, 
might be a little lucid exposition of the 
way in which a lawless community 
puis upon an entire State the burden 
of an evil reputation abroad. Just as 
divorce seekers constituting a small 
minority of married folk in the least 
representative American community 
may cause the institution of marriage 
to be seriously discussed with regard to 
its possibilities and probate It ties of 
failure, while the millions of husbands 
and wives who live happily are but lit¬ 
tle considered by the superficial sociol¬ 
ogist. 

Just such little Jubilees as that which 
occurred upon election night In Jackson 
not only injure the reputation of the 
State but injuriously affect the material 
welfare of Its people. Nowadays fchere 
is warm competition between cities, and 
between States, to secure an influx of 
capital necessary to their rapid up¬ 
building and an Influx of industrious 
and law-abiding wage-earners and 
home-builders. A vh st amount of 
literature” is being inspired, in the 
daily press and the periodicals, and pre¬ 
pared in bulletin and pamphlet form for 
distribution, by cities and by States, 
with & view* to attracting the attention 
of the outside world to the advantages 
and opportunities offered to Immigrants 
seeking homes, to workmen seeking 
work, to capital seeking profitable in¬ 
vestment. Human nature Is so con¬ 
stituted that ten men will read & re¬ 
port of a little Jubilee at Jackson 
w*h«re one will read an article of equal 
length describing the uncxploltcd re¬ 
sources of the Kentucky mountains, 
and the possibilities of that section for 
development and the accommodation V 
a population many times as large as 
tha: which it has at present and much 
more prosperous. The further away 
from Kentucky the reader Is th© more 
prol*oMo It ls that he will pay no atten¬ 
tion to the situation of Jackson rela¬ 
tively to Lexington, or Louisville, or 
Paducah. So the entire Stato must 
suffer for the pccadllloes of a few be¬ 
sotted and Ignorant mountaineers 
whose attitude toward law and order 
Is partly the result of the lack of the 
development of the mountains which 
their lawlessness helps to retard. 

And yet there are Kentuckians who 
can write and “cipher” and who can 
and do read, who are nevertheless so 
benighted that they are pleased with 
the attention when persons they meet 
in a foreign country are surprised to 
find that they are from Kentucky and 
yet betray no evidences of barbarity 
and manifest no desire to begin tho 
day by consuming a Jug of whisky and 
committing a murder. 

Tip Takers As Jurors. 

The opinion of William A. Amberg. a 
Chicago Jury Commissioner. Is that 
porters, waiters and cubmen who live 
by taking tips arc unfit for jury service. 

While this may be resented by the 
Up lakers 11 does not seem unreason¬ 
able. Under the law a man is entitled 
to a trial before a Jury of his “peers,” 
In America the man who oarries a hod 
is the peer of the man who writes a his¬ 
tory insofar as differences in occupation 
affect citizenship. And most persons 
would us soon trust their lives, liberties, 
or property involved In litigation to 
twelve intelligent laborers as to twelve 
in n from any other walk in life. Bui 
the man who lives by taking tip* Is one 
whoso labor is without any sort of dig¬ 
nity. In America he is a living contra¬ 
diction of the political and social doc 
trine of equality. He voluntarily low 
era himself beneath the level of the 
wage earner by seeking aims. It is 
probably because ills occupation, how¬ 
ever remunerative. Is hateful and hu 
uUUatmg to him that the American 
waiter is a “teches” Individual with a 
chip upon his shoulder. expecting Insult 
and taking offense easily. There is ail 
of the difference In the world between 
the attUude of the family servant who 
receives with thanks a gratuity volun¬ 
tarily givun for some special service, 
and that of the Individual who gets his 
living by assessing ujH»n generosity or 
vanity, or nioral cowardice, tips for 
which no special service Is necessarily 
rendered. A lowered moral tone Is the 
inevitable effect of a lack of standing 
due to engaging voluntarily In an oc¬ 
cupation that Is not respected by the 
public. 

Of course the proprietor of the es¬ 
tablishment who prefers for his em 


ployea to be paid by public contribution 
is the real tip taker, but society, how¬ 
ever unjustly, exacts the penalty of ob¬ 
loquy from the Individual who is ob¬ 
viously, and personally, engaged In an 
Interdicted occupation, rather than to 
trace the origin of the evil to its source 
and fix the responsibility where It prop¬ 
erly belongs. 

By arguments socialistic, but not so¬ 
phistical. it might easily be contended 
that no service is menial when per¬ 
formed in such a manner that the so- 
called “servant” remains under no ob¬ 
ligation to any one. The salesman in 
a wholesale establishment who “w&U* 
upon” the merchant, and the salesman 
in the retail house who “wails upon” 
tiie consumer, are not servants, but free 
and independent earners of their liveli¬ 
hoods, beholden to none for thelr # bread 
and meat, and the equal ut anyone else 
as* self respecting, respectable and re¬ 
spected citizens of a Republic in which 
there are no titles of nobility, and Yio 
distinctions of caste acknowledged b> 
law or enforced by custom. Why 
should not a nuin. employed by a cor¬ 
poration operating a hotel, bring food 
to a table with as little sacrifice of 
seif respect as another would bring a 
yard of ilarKtyl to a counter, or take the 
merchant’s order for a gross of this and 
that? Neither the man who measures 
the flannel nor the mau who conveys 
the steak from the refectory to the 
dining-room sustains the relation of set- 
vant to the customer. But when the 
man who “waits upon 44 a buyer of mer¬ 
chandise maintains his dignity, while 
the man who works In the restaurant 
sacrifices his. the waiter cannot by any 
sort of argument lay claim to recogni¬ 
tion as the equal of the salesman. Not 
can he assert his equality with the free¬ 
man who carries his hod for dally 
wragrs and asks favors of no man. 

Where the tip 1* givun as pay for ex¬ 
tra attention it is a bribe. A coin slip¬ 
ped to the waiter to secure an advan¬ 
tage over the diner w-ho pays the stip¬ 
ulated price for the food he buys, con¬ 
templates, when the motive ls analysed, 
securing special privileges. When the 
tip ls not pay for special attention it is 
graft. In any event It Is Indefensible 
upon strictly moral grounds, and there¬ 
fore debasing to the tip taker. It would 
require no stretch of the imagination 
to believe that a jury composed of 
wallers frupi a fashionable restaurant 
might be liberally tipped by one litigant 
or the other in & civil suit, qr by the 
prosecution or the defense Jn a criminal 
action, to return a desired verdict. If a 
waiter may bo bribed for a dime to 
draw upon the hotel’s supply of cream 
when the diner calif for milk, why 
should his scruples stand in the way of 
his accepting an amount proportionate¬ 
ly large fur a similar service in court? 
Possibly he would not do so. A man 
given to fighting duels might be an 
ideal Juror, because of special personal 
qualification*, in a criminal action 
growing out of a fight with pistols. Bit 
as a class duelists could not be ac¬ 
cepted. There may be no ground for 
objection to the individual, but there is 
an ethical objection to the class. / 

If the tipped classes would stand up 
for their rights the system would col¬ 
lapse. Apparently, they prefer the com¬ 
pensations of liberal donations of cash 
to the right to work for living wages 
which mlghi be less than their present 
rewards for toll. The choice Is theirs. 
but. so long as thul choice is in favor of 
the acceptance of gratuities, equal 
standing with men who receive salaries 
or wages cannot be claimed. That they 
are, therefore, not the “peers” of the lit¬ 
igant or defendant Is not an unreason¬ 
able contention.

COL. WATSON PRONOUNCES IT 
WORSE THAN HOOKWORM. 


CORN INDUSTRY BELIEVED TO 
BE THREATENED. 


THE EXPERIENCE OF ILLINOIS. 


Columbia. 8. C, Nov. S.—"While we 
regard Mr. Rockefeller's princely gift 
for the eradication of the hook worm 
at Its true value, wc say < n«« million 
dollars for the battle against the dis¬ 
ease of pellagra would be far more 
valuable,** declared Col. E. J Watson. 
South Carolina's Commissioner of Ag¬ 
riculture, Commerce and Industries, In 
an addresH on the economic factors of 
the pellagra problem In South Carolina, 
before the First National Conference 
on Pellagra, which opened her*- to¬ 
day with an attendance of 300 promi¬ 
nent physicians and scientists repre¬ 
senting more than a third of the States 
and the United States Government. 

Colonel Watson has mnde a careful 
study of pellagra because of the gen¬ 
erally accepted theory that It Is due 
to the consumption of Impure corn and 
corn products. Unless preventive 
measures are token without delay, he 
said, the corin Industry will be seri¬ 
ously threatened. Ho declared that not 
only the Federal Government, but the 
corn -consuming States as well must 
put Into force a rigorous inspection of 
corn and corn products. 

• • • 

Supported By Scientists. 


In this view Col. Watson has the 
support of the eminent physicians and 
scientific Investigators attending the 
conference. At that great eradlcal 
measure* must be taken and without 
delay to prevent the spread oY this dis¬ 
ease. 

Dr. Goorge C. Zeller, superintendent 
of the State Hospital for the Insane, 
Feorla, III., views the situation with 
alarm, and In concluding an address, 
telling of the recognition of pellagra In 
Illinois and the means tak»n to con¬ 
trol It. declared he believed the country 
is threatened with a national scourge. 
While the majority of the five thou¬ 
sand Identified cases of pellagra In the 
United States are In the South, the 
disease Is by no means confined to this 
section, and Dr. Zeller predicted that 
It would very soon be as wldcnpread 
throughout the entire Mississippi Val¬ 
ley as In the South. 

• • • 

Discovered In Illinois. 


The discovery of pellagra In the Pe¬ 
oria hospital was made Augu.it 7. last, 
hince which time 130 cases have been 
diagnosed am pellagra, forty-five of pa- 
tletits having died There Is little hope 
that the lives of the others can be 
saved. Another one hundred patients 
in this Institution manifest mild symp¬ 
tom* of the disease. This, out nf a 
total of 2,150 patients in the hospital. 

Dr. Zeller is convinced that patients 
have been dying of pellagra In thU in* 
itlluUon for years past, without the 
disease ever having been properly diag¬ 
nosed. He admitted that patients had 
died of the disease before Its recog¬ 
nition as pellagra in August, last, the 
deaths being either attributed to sun¬ 
burn or, as In two cases, the scalding 
of the patients while being given baths. 

With the co-operation of tho Illinois 
State Board of Health and the sur- 
geoRs-general of the United States Ma¬ 
rine Hospital Service and the army, 
thorough research york hoe been Insti¬ 
tuted at the Peoria hospital and at 
other public institutions In that State 
According to report* made by the sup¬ 
erintendents of a half dozen other 
State ayylums, similar measures have 
been taken In those States to combat 
the disease And. more Important, per. 
hnps, the United States Marine Hos¬ 
pital 8ervlce and the special pellagra, 
tori mission appointed by Surgeon Gen¬ 
era. Waymon. are already at work In* 
v^tlgatlng the disease. 

• • • 

Victims of Hookworm. 


In tha course of his remarks Dr Zel¬ 
ler touched briefly upon the hookworm 
and created a mild sensation, when ho 
suggested that many thousands of the 
Federal prisoners who died In the Con¬ 
federate stockade at Andersonvtlle, Ou.. 
during the Civil War, were victims of 
the hookworm. 

"And perhaps, after all/* declared 
Df. Zeller. ** the monument recently 
erected at Andersonvllle ta-the memory 
of Capt Wlr», commandant of that 
prison is not so much out of place as 
rO .many of us at the North have been 
wont to believe." 

••Pellagra as a National Public Health 
Problem.** was the subject of a valuable 
address delivered by Assistant Surgeon 
• tenoral Kerr, of the United States 
Public Health and Marine Hospital 
service, who declared that the occur¬ 
rence of the disease in this country In¬ 
volves problems that will require the 
most earnest Investigation, with the 
view to their solution. 

• • • 

Like Berl-Beri Problem. 


Chicago, Nov. 3.—In the scattered 
option elections held In Illinois yester¬ 
day. the "drys" retained their hold In 
tho agricultural districts, winning by 
increased majorities, but in the coal 
mining districts, a number of villages 
reversed their previous verdict and be¬ 
came "wet." 

The "drys" yesterday carried the pre¬ 
cincts In Calhoun, Morgan. Scott and 
Pope counties necessary to make those 
counties entirely "dry." They lost five 
precincts In Pulaski county, which goes 
back to the "wet" column. 

The net result Is an Increase of three 
In tho number of counties made entirely 
"dry." making the total thirty-nine. 

In Jacksonville, the only large town 
voting and the scene of the hardest 
fought battle on the saloon question 
ever seen In the State, the "drys" came 
out victorious with a majority of 202. 
as compared with 774 two years ago.

Big as the ocean liners Mauretania 
and Lusitania seem, with their tonnage 
of 33,000. two new vessels. the Olympic 
and TluYHc. now being built at Belfast, 
are to eclipse them by 12,000 tons. Th* 
Belfast correspondent of the London 
News, writing of the new monsters, 
says. 

The new vessels will have a displace¬ 
ment of 60.000 tons. They are to be 
about 840 feet long, with a beam of 90 
feed above (lie water. 

Neither the Olympic nor the Titanic 
will be high power boats, nor are their 
lines designed for great speed, twenty- 
one knots being the average aimed at. 
as against the twenty-five of the Lusi¬ 
tania and MAuretanla. An immense 
amount of space, which in fast boats Is 
devoted to machinery, will thus b»* 
saved for cabin accommodation. The 
carrying capacity of the great boats 
will exceed that of any afloat to-day b. 
at least one-third. Each steamship will 
carry, under normnl conditions. mor« 
than 6.000 persons ail told. 

The crew will be the largest ever 
employed on one merchant ship—more 
than 600 In all The monster new liner* 
will have nine steel decks. The steam¬ 
ers are not only designed to eclipse 
everything else as yet achieved in pas¬ 
senger shipbuilding ns regards the alxc 
but In their novelty of equipment as 
well. There will be n large entrance 
hnll. n spacious dining-room, smoking- 
room, library, women's Parlor grill, 
and lounging-rooms. elaborately furn¬ 
ished to the last detail

In ad¬ 
dition there will be a great swimming 
bath aboard both the Olympic and the 
TltaWlc. largo enough to permit of div¬ 
ing A gymnasium, the largest and 
most completely equipped afloat, will b* 
found on each of the new boats. Th* 
main dining saloon, which will seat 
more than 600 passengers, will bo the 
largest single cabin on the ship, and in 
Its furnishing and decoration the most 
elaborate. Should a guest tire of this 
upantment In the week he Is at sea he 
can wander from one cafe to another 
enjoying practically as much variety as 
he might ashore, 

A veranda cafe will be built on one 
of the upper decks far astern, looking 
over the sea. and about fifty feet above 
the water. The decorations and general 
management will carry out the idea uf 
the open air cafes of Southern Europe. 
Tho cafe will be erected with exposed 
rafters entwined with vines, and the 
sides will be latticed effects, to make 
the illusion of a cafe at the seaside &s 
complete as possible.

TALK OF DOUBLE-DECK CARS. 


A garden will bo located on the sun 
deck and in the winter months will be 
protected by a glass roof. Here will 
be found, perhaps, the most complete 
Illusion of the hotel ashore. There will 
be arbors contrived to giv© the effect 
of gardens covered with vines and flow¬ 
ers. The children’s room of the new 
liners will Ihj the most sumptuous 
apartment of its kind ever attempted. 

The new liners will be as complete 
in their safety devices as in thiir lux¬ 
urious equipment. Each boat will be 
divided into upwards of thirty steel 
compartment*, separated by heavy 
bulkheads. An automatic device on the 
biidg#* will control all these heavy steel 
doors, making it possible for a single 
hand to cIosk? them all In case of dan¬ 
ger. Each of these doors In turn will 
be electrically connected with a chart 
on the bridge, and will be represented 
by small electric lights. When one of 
these doors closes the light will burn 
red. The officer on the bridge will 
thus bo able to see At a glamv* If all 
the compartment* are closed. Still an¬ 
other set of safety devices will guard 
against flr«» In every part of the ship. 

A combination of turbine find recip¬ 
rocating engines will propel the ves¬ 
sels It la expected that a great econ¬ 
omy of coal will be effected by this ar¬ 
rangement. The berths in Hnrland Sl 
Wolff's yards at Belfast, where these 
wondevful ships are being built, are 
each' 1.000 fast long, and capable of 
bearing a dead weight of 75,000 tons. 
The Olvmplc Is expected to be ready 
for launching in the ea*iy autumn of 
1910. _ _ _

Double-deck street cars, favored by Dr. 
C. H. Hughes and City Auditor Hodges 
as a practical solution of the overcrowd¬ 
ing problem would be a novelty to the 
present generation of strap-hanger*, but 
in « literal sense they would not be new. 

They were once tried In 8L Louis on 
the Table and Western Line, which later 
became the Suburban Electric Line, and 
Is now the Hadiainont division of the 
United Bad ways system. 

The double-deck cars were Installed In 
1686. and they made a decided "hit." In 
fact, they were so popular (hat they were 
discarded after they had been In use only 
a few months. 

They were the first big ram operated 
In 8t lx>uls. While small motorcars with 
'•tratlera" attached were running on oth¬ 
er lilies, these double-deckers, thirty-six 
feet long, were the aristocrats of St. 
Louis' rapid-transit conveyances. 

Everybody wanted to ride on them and 
nine-tenths of the passengers preferred 
seats on the roof, which was reached by 
a winding stairway. 

The consequence was that the tops of 
the car* were always crowded, while very 
few rode in the lower section. The road 
was then operated by cable, a system 
which made It nec«-ssary to go fast 
around curves a* on the straightaway 
portions of the line. Them were so many 
short curve*, and the cars were so top- 
heavy that it was feared they would cap- 
slxr. and for that reason they were 
abandoned. 

Hundreds of douhle-dcck cars are made 
In St. I^ouls every year for shipment to 
European countries. In England and In 
some South American cities they are In 
great favor. They are nearly always 
used on llm*s operated by the third rail, 
and the main objection to them on trolley 
lines Is that the outside passengers are 
exposed to great danger of electrocution 
In case an overhead wire should break 
It was feur of an accident of thia sort 
which caused the management of the 
United Hallways Company to put a roor 
on the long moonlight car used in sum¬ 
mer on the Creve Coeur line. Though 
this car wna not a double-decker. It was 
originally roofles*. 

rapt. McCulloch, president of the United 
Railways Company, said recently that 
danger from overhead wire* Is not the 
only argument against the use of double¬ 
deck cars on trolley lines. 

“fluch car* have never been successfully 
operated In the United State*/' he said 
"They have been tried In an experimental 
way and found wanting One objection to 
them Is that their use Is so limited by 
climatic conditions. In rainy weather no 
one would ride on them, and the roof 
seats w*ould be most uncomfortable in 
very hot weather. They could not be 
used In winter 

"It would be necessary to have two con¬ 
ductor* on every' cer and we would nevo' 
know one day how many men would be 
employed the next It would depend on 
the weather. 

"So much time would be taken by pae- 
sengrrs getting on and off the cars that 
serious delays would result. 

"They would be dangerous, too. because 
of their topheavines*, and there would be 
conditions under which they might upset 
when rounding curves.*'

A TRIBUTE TO DEAD BOSS. 


DR. COOK TO BE NOTIFIED. 


Washington, Nov. 3.—Commander 
Robert E. Peary was to-day voted a 
golu Aiedal by the National Geographic 
Society Tor having reached the North 
Pole. 

The board of managers of the so¬ 
ciety at a meeting to-day accepted 
unanimously the report of its subcom¬ 
mittee of scientists, who had examined 
the explorer's records ami proofs, and 
found them to be corroborative of hi* 
claim that he had reached the pole. 

Of far-reaching importance I* the 
society's action In deciding to follow 
up vigorously the question of priority 
in the discovery of the North Pole. 
The scientists will spare no expense in 
order that they may be convinced on 
this point. Dr. Cook will be advised 
Immediately of the society's action. 

Present at the meeting of the board 
of ninnngerx were fifteen men, all of 
whom are prominent In the scientific 
world. After the report of the sub¬ 
committee wo8 submitted, there was a 
debate lasting more than two hour*, 
but finally the board voted unanimous¬ 
ly to accept the report of three ex¬ 
perts. who believed without any ques¬ 
tion of doubt that Commander Peary 
reached the North Pole April 6. 1909. 
• • • 

Report of the Experts. 


The report of the subcommftte of ex¬ 
perts before whom Commander Peary 
appeared with his records and Instru¬ 
ments was as follows. 

The - subcommittee to which was re¬ 
ferred the task of examtnlng the records 
of Commander Peary In evidence of his 
having reached the North Pole, beg to 
rejx>rt that they have completed their 
task. 

Commander Peary ha* submitted to this 
subcommittee his original journal anu 
records of observations, together with all 
of his Instruments and apparatus and 
certain of the most Important of the sci¬ 
entific results of hts expedition. These 
have been carefully examined by your 
subcommittee, and they are unanimously 
of the opinion that Commander Peary 
reached trie pole on April 6. 1909.

Worthy of Highest Honors. 


They alno feel warranted In stating that 
the organisation, planning and manage¬ 
ment of the expedition. Its complete suc¬ 
cess and Its scientific results reflect the 
gr*»Ktest credit on the ability of Com¬ 
mander Robert B. Peary and render him 
worthy of the highest honors that the 
National Geographic Society can bestow 
upon him.

Commander Appreciate* Honor. 

Portland. Me., Nov. 3.—"I am ex- 
tremely icratmed at the action of tho 
board of managers of the National 
Geographic Society, and greatly appre¬ 
ciate the honor which they have con¬ 
ferred upon me In voting the medal, 
said Commander Peary when Informed 
of thi action of the society to-day. 

When questioned about the fact that 
he did not call at the Navy Department 
while In Washington. Commander 
Peary stated he arrived In Washington 
late In the forenoon, went before tho 
subcommittee of the National Geo¬ 
graphic Society Immediately uftcr 
lunch, was with the committee until 
after the department closed, and was 
obliged to leave for New York on the 
midnight train. 

Commander Peary' returned to-day 
from Washington He and his family 
wiU move to their Washington resi¬ 
dence next week, closing their summer 
home at Engle Island. _

Typewriter Champion Prac¬ 
tices On Big Words. 


FINGER TIPS AND NAILS MUST 
BE LOOKED AFTER. 


ABSOLUTE MENTAL REST FOR 
CHESS PLAYERS. 


METHODS OF OTHER EXPERTS. 


Those who train for contests In which 
mental dexterity I* Involved to as great 
or greater an extent than physical have 
sets of rules for getting into condition 
tlust are entirely different from those ad¬ 
hered to by athletes. 

The present champion typist—who lias 
won medals and cups and money prises 
at typewriting contests year after year— 
Is a good-looking young woman named 
Rose Frllx. Her latest record Is close to 
a hundred words a minute in copying on 
the typewriter from a highly abstruse 
book on astronomy which she never had 
seen before and whose word* were most¬ 
ly su sq ut pedal la n. Miss Frits, like most 
of tho other exceptionally rapid typo- 
writers. Is employed between contests us 
a demonstrator for the company whose 
machine she uses. Thus she keeps In 
practice all the time, but about a month 
before she la scheduled to enter a con¬ 
test she starts in to train systematically, 
says the New York Press. With her 
os with all other expert typists under 
such circumstances the first thing to be 
looked after is to stop practicing before 
becoming much fatigued. Plenty of sleep 
Is most essential, and, while any special 
diet is not necessary, rich food or any¬ 
thing that Is likely to upael the digestion 
has to be avoided 

Mies Frit* spends two hours a day—one 
In the morning and one In the afternoon— 
when In training, copying on the type¬ 
writer from some book which contains 
the hardest words shb can find. Works of 
fiction are too easy, the favorites are 
those on philosophy, history, higher math¬ 
ematics or astronomy. In ordinary books 
the trained eye can gather the contents 
of a sentence nt a glance because the 
words bear an intimate relation to each 
other. But in mdentlllc works the torul- 
ency Is toward long sentences that are 
loosely Joined together. Therefore the 
eyes have carefully to follow every word 
on the printed page, while the fingers 
are racing over the keys. (No expert type¬ 
writer nowadays, by the way. ever looks 
at the keyboard > The printed matter 
must be copied accurately down to the 
last punctuation mark, because every er¬ 
ror. however small, counts when the work 
of the contestant* Is meusured up

Must Keep Fingers Supple. 


M’GRAW DETERMINED TO HAVE WINNING TEAM 


N OT since McGraw came to New 
York has be been more deter¬ 
mined to land a pennant winner 
than right now. While the past 
season has not been, ns some erroneously 
state, a failure, for New York outdrew 
every other club, nevertheless the huge 
arena at the Polo Grounds was not filled 
or haif-filled as often as the management 
expected when ther put In thousands of 
extra seats, writes Allan Bangree in the 
New York Journal. When September ar¬ 
rived and the Giants were complete.)* out¬ 
distanced In their pennant race patronage 
began to dwindle sadly. On several oc¬ 
casions not more than four hundred per¬ 
sons saw the game. 

This is one reason why McGraw feels 
the necessity of collecting a stronger cluo 
titan this year's Another good reason is 
that Scout Arthur Irwin has busied him¬ 
self day and night buying up splendid 
minor league talent for Frank Farrell, and 
the promises are that Stallings will have 
exceptional material to work on down 
South Stallings had same pretty swell 
material this season, but he never did 

S ick an Infield until nearly the close. It 
i claimed for Mr. Farrell that he made 
more money in 1909 than ever before In 
baseball. But he Is Just as keen as Mc¬ 
Graw to fly a championship flag in New 
York. Competition la. therefore, extraoi* 
dlnarlly sharp. One party wants to keep 
all of its old patronage: the other to 
draw It sway. 

McGraw has his own. and a distinct, 
way of strengthening hi# club If the In¬ 
side deals were mdc public we would prob¬ 
ably find that he spends less than any 
first division manager for hi* talent. When 
big money passes out of his hands the 
fact la well advertised, but the check* 
arc not displayed In a Broadway show 
window Rube Marquard is said to have 
cost $11,000. which may be so: but. then, 
what Interests control the Indianapolis 
club? 

Am always. McGraw knows where this 
year’s Giants are w<wk. and he is setting 
about to get a first baseman, outfielder, 
one or two pitchers and, maybe, a 
ontcher Quite a little Job, but he man¬ 
aged to cop Seymour and Donlin when 
he wanted them Of first baymen he 
could do no better than secure Konetcfiy 
from St Louis, unless It be Hoblltsel, of 
Cincinnati, who hit over 300, but Grif¬ 
fith Is not quite crasy. For Fresnahan to 
give Konetchy for Uhartey Herzog and 
Fred Merklo might seem poor Judgment, 
and yet both these Giants ore young, and 
may become stars. This trade Is not out 
of probability. 

The Magee -Doni In deal has been In 


progress since lost August Donlin ap¬ 
pears to be confident that it ts as good 
as settled. He wants to play next sea¬ 
son and also to manage.

York Just see what a slugging club w* 
would have, figuring KUng on his aver¬ 
age of 1909:

EMPIRE CITY MEETING DECLARED OFF 


General Manager Matt Winn Arrives In New York and 
Says Racing Will Not Be Held—May Extend 
Period At Aqueduct. 


N ew YORK. Nov. 3.—(Special.)— 
Tho proposed raco meeting of 
•U days scheduled to begin at 
Empire City neat Tuesday has 
t.een suddenly called off. General Man¬ 
ager Mat Winn arrived here to-day and 
announced at Aqueduct that President 
James Butler had decided that for the 
•est Interests of tho turf It was advisable 
to cancel the dates allotted to the jockey 
club Mr. Winn said that It was not a 
question of money, but that certain con¬ 
ditions made It Impossible to go ahead. 

Horsemen were surprised when they 
heard tYio news, for Mr. Butler, a week 
ago, stated at Jamaica that there would 
be six day* in Yonkers In accordance with 
plana formulated several months ago. It 
was said that a possible lack of horses 
was one ol the reasons why the meeting 
had been declared off. 

The present Aqueduct meeting ends 
nest Monday, but arrangements may be 
made to extend It to November IS. It 
a as said to-night that Mr. Butler might 
transfer his dates to Aqueduct, assuming 
all risks, or that a combination of lead¬ 
ing horse owners might conduct a six 
days* sesaion at Belmont Park. 

Pimlico closes on Saturday and a num¬ 
ber of horsemen and the regulars will re¬ 
turn here. To end the local season ab¬ 


ruptly next Monday with so short a no¬ 
tice fo horsemen would be a confession 
of weakness on the part of the turf au¬ 
thorities. say many prominent owners 
and trxtnera, so something may be done 
to keep the sport going until the last legal

—This afternoon's racing fur¬ 
nished what may prove to be the 
start of one of the most bitter 
selling race wars ever waged hereabouts. 
Several of the largest owners are Inter¬ 
ested In the boosting game and Indlca- 
tlon* are that personal feeling will be 
brought Into the matter in -the near fu¬ 
ture. Gemmell, the odds-bn favorite In 
the opening race, which finished second, 
was claimed by C. M. Jaeger, trainer 
for George Barnes, while Ceremonfus, 
winner of the fourth race, was boosted 
•400 over his entered price by John Mark- 
leln, who appeared to be peeved because 
Beau Brummel. upon whoso chances a 
small fortune had been wagered by him 
and Ids friends, hied so badly after go¬ 
ing the first half mile Chat Jockey Ken¬ 
nedy. who hud the leg up on him, was 
forced to pull this Inconsistent perform¬ 
er out of the race. 

The racing itftclf was fairly formful. 
favorites and second choices about equal¬ 
ly dividing the whining honors. In the 
feature event, third on the programme, 
a well-defined killing was attempted on 
Slnfran. but the good thing was almost 
left at the post when the start came 
and the best *tho mare could get was 
third place. A blanket finisher resulted In 
this went between T. M. Green and Marse 
Abe. and Uttle Brannon, who had the 
leg up on the former, clearly outrode the. 
Bedwell crack at tho end. 

Boca Grande, W. H. Fixer’s Kentucky 
Derby possibility, carried off the winning 
honors In the second race to the satis¬ 
faction of the talent, who figured that 
any pftlce was a good one against his 
chances, while The Shaughraun. the only 
other favorite to catch the Judges’ ryes, 
was returned (he winner in tho closing 
event. 

Jockey Vincent Powers, credited with 
being the riding star of the country', was 
at the track to-day. having run down 
from New Y’ork on a flying visit to his 
father, who has a string of horses quar¬ 
tered here. The lad. who Is at present 
under the ban with the Eastern Jockey 
Club, feels confident that be will lie re¬ 
instated at the next meeting of tho 
stewards, and In that event It Is his In¬ 
tention to rid# as a free lance during 
the forthcoming meeting at Jacksonville. 
Powers brings the tidings that Sam Hil¬ 
dreth will not ship to the coast, as was 
at first Intimated, but will winter his 
horses at the Sheepshead Bay course.

Birmingham. Ala., Nov. 3.—President 
Taft brought his twenty-hours* stay In 
Birmingham to a close Chin afternoon, 
and at 4:JO o’clock left for Macon, Ga. 
He stopped to-night for Exhort while at 
Opelika. Ala., and Columbus. On. 

In his principal Birmingham address, 
delivered at Capital Park this afternoon 
to an Immense gnd an unusually demon¬ 
strative crowd, the President expressed 
again his good will toward the South. 
While doing so an old, gray-bearded 
man in the crowd called out: 

"God bleaa you; we all love you." 

A broad grin came over the Presl 
dent’s face as he turned and replied: 

"That remind* me of the old quota 
tlon. Tt may be all right to dissemble 
your love, but why did you Kick mo 
downstairs?* 

• • • 

No Fault To Find. 


"But I have no fault to find on that 
•core." added the President. "The fact 
that you had so little to do wtth put¬ 
ting me where I am makes' me appre¬ 
ciate the warmth and sincerity of your 
reception all the more.” 

Turning from these pleasantries, the 
President urged for support In carrying 
out the Roosevelt policies to bring about 
better conditions of honesty and Integ¬ 
rity In business and public affairs, with¬ 
out regard to party lines. 

The President referred once during 
the course of his speech to the proposi¬ 
tion to amend the Constitution by 

providing In it for all indefinite contin¬ 
uance of Btate-wlde prohibition. He 
promptly was asked how he stood on the 
question.

Refuses To Express Opinion. 

’lam not an Alabamian." he replied, 
afnhl laughter, "and I am In somewhat 
the position of Brother Fox, who, when 
he was called upon to decide a case 
between a lion and some other ferocious 
beast, protested that he had a had cold 
and had entirely lost his sense of smell."

One of the prettiest Incidents of the 
day occurred as the President was 
leaving the luncheon. The way from 
the clubhouse door to the waiting auto¬ 
mobile was lined on one side by veter¬ 
ans of the Confederate army and on the 
other side by men of the Grand Army 
of the Republic. As he passed down 
the avenue formed by the grlxxled old 
soldiers,' Mr. Taft stopped to shake 
hands alternately with each one. 

An he shook hands with one of the 
Confederates, the old fellow said: 

"Mr. President, you have captured the 
secessionists, the kuklux and the 
cranky Democrats, all of them." 

"Well, that’s a whole lot," smilingly 
replied the President.

Breakfast At Country Club. 


President Taft and party arose early 
this morning at the Hillman Hotel, and 
the local committee were on hand ready 
to begin to-day’s strenuous programme. 
The President was prepared by 8:30 
o’clock to be driven to the Country 
Club, where breakfast was served. The 
route was mped off ax usual, and the 
crowds were held back. The breakfast 
was a simple affair. There were no 
speeches made. Before 11 o’clock the 
parade was forming and the President 
and party hud left the club. 

The parade was one of the largest 
ever seen in Birmingham, composed of 
commercial, civic and fraternal organi¬ 
sations. school children and no less 
than 300 automobiles. German and 
Italian societies turned out with native 
and American nags floating. 

Luncheon was served uftw the pa¬ 
rade at the Southern Club. This after¬ 
noon ut 2 o’clock the President ad¬ 
dressed the people In Capital Park. 

During every move made by the 
President In Birmingham he was ac- 
c >mpanied by both the United States 
Senators of Alabama, Joseph F John¬ 
son and John H Bankhead; Congress¬ 
man Oscar W. Underwood, Oov. Comer 
and other prominent cltlxena. 

While on the way to the Country 
Club to-day. President Taft’stopped at 
the residence of Gen. Rufus N. Rhodes, 
editor of the Birmingham News, and 
director of the Associated Press, who 
is seriously 111 and expressed to Mrs. 
Rhodes his regrets at not seeing Gen 
Rhodes at the banquet last night and 
also extended sympathy for his Illness. 

SENATOR SMOOT ANOKY. 

Says Mormons Did Not Try To Mon¬ 
opolize president Taft. 

Washington. Nov. 3 —Echoes of the 
trip of President Tnft through Utah 
were heard in Washington to-day when 
Senator Smoot, who has just returned 
from the presidential trip down the 
Mississippi River, declared that sensa¬ 
tional publications In regard to the trip 
had been sent out for political effect 
According to the Senator, the Mormons 
did not try to monopolize the President, 
and the accounts to that effect were a 
gross slander on the Stute 

"Gov. tfprv. Senator Sutherland and 
myself called together fifty or more of 
the leading citizens of Utah to appoint 
a committee on arrangements for the 
President’s visit." explained the Sena¬ 
tor. "A committee of twenty-five was 
chosen, of which seventeen w«*re non- 
Mormons and eight were Mormons. 

"A committee of eight to go in a 
private car to meet the President at 
Helper, near the Colorado line was ap¬ 
pointed. and of these five were non- 
Mormons and three Mormons. The 
change in arrangements, by which I 
introduced the President at tho Taber¬ 
nacle Instead of Mayor Bransford. was 
made with the full agreement of nil con¬ 
cerned. und because the Mayor stated 
he was not feeling well And would have 
to cancel part of the programme. 

"The statement that Gov. Spry and 
myself refused to enter the Unitarian 
church with the President Is a wicked 
falsehood. Both of us were present, 
the Governor sitting on President 
Taft’s right The Chief Justice of the 
Supreme Court sat or. the left, with 
Mayor Uraneford and myself In line.

The plaintiffs allege that the Burley 
Tobacco Society has r.o capital stock 
or property of any kind; that it Is em¬ 
ploying canvassers, speakers and bands 
and paying their expenses In going 
about the country in an attempt to cre¬ 
ate and organize a pool of the 1908 
tchacco crop; In buying stationery and 
printed matter not necessary or u*ed 
In connection with the 1906 or 1907 
crops; in maintaining offices, paying 
rents and salaries that are unnecessary 
and unwarranted, and not for the use 
and benefit, and without the consent of. 
the persona from the sale of whose to¬ 
bacco s&hl funds were derived.

Misuse of Money Alleged. 

The plaintiffs further allege that the 
Clark County National Bank, and the 
Citizens’ National Bank us treasurers, 
Clarence LeBus. president, and G. A 
Brooks, sec retain', and J. M. Rankin 
have possession of the books, accounts 
and money, and have knowledge that 
the money In question was derived 
from the sales of the 1906 and 1907 
pooled crops of tobacco, and that th«» 
books are being diverted by the de¬ 
fendants from the owners; that the 
banks are Illegally paying out money 
on warrants, aftd that all purposes for 
which the pool wu* organized have

persons pooling their tobacco accord¬ 
ing to ttfetr inter* sts.

EIGHT DAYS ALREADY GIVEN 
TO LONG TRIAL 


IN THE COURTS YESTERDAY. 


Eight hours of arguments before the 
Jury, to follow the delivering of instruc¬ 
tions at 10 o’clock this morning, and the 
fate of the will of A. O. Brannin and hi* 
heirs will be In the hands of the twelve 
men who have heard the evidence 
patiently and carefully for the last 
eight days. The four hours of argu¬ 
ment to the side were agreed upon by 
the counsel In the case yesterday when 
court adjourned at 3:30 O'clock In the 
afternoon Adjournment was taken 
follow ing an argument In chambers over 
the motion of counsel for the propound¬ 
ers that the court Instruct the Jury to 
find for them This motion was over¬ 
ruled and both sides submitted drafts 
of what they contended should be the 
instructions of the court In the matte#. 

A. Scott Bullitt. Democratic County 
Attorney-elect, will open for the con¬ 
testants. He will he succeeded bv 
David W. Baird, the first to apeAk for 
the propounded. Burwell K. Marshall 
will moke the final address to the Jury 
for the contestants and the concluding 
argument will be made by Charles H. 
Gloson. who with Mr. Baird and 
Charles H. Shield, has bren counsel for 
the propounded. Much Interest Is 
taken In the arguments, especially 
among the younger lawyers, and many 
of them, a* well as outsiders or friends 
of those Interested in the case, are ex¬ 
pected to be present to-day. 

The bone of contention is as to 
whether A. O. Brannin. when he wrote 
his will on May 21. 1902, was possessed 
of testamentary capacity All the evi¬ 
dence In the case has depended for Its 
admissibility as to whether It bore on 
this phase of the suit or as to whether 
Mr. Brannin was subjected to undue in¬ 
fluence in the writing of his will. Con¬ 
testants in the case nre Miss Louise O. 
Rldgley. granddaughter of the testator 
Mrs. Bettle Sherley Ewing, also a 
granddaughter of the testator, and 
Mrs. Elisabeth Brannin Sherley Shev- 
lln. great-granddaughter. Propounders 
are John H Brand, executor of the 
will* Mr* Lisxle Brannin Brand, 
daughter of the testator, and Mrs. Alice 
B. Gaylord, daughter of the testator. A 
third daughter. Mrs. Mattie Brannin 
Campbell, died since the suit was in¬ 
stituted. 

Mrs Gaylord Is 111 In New York and 
has not be©n present during the trial 
Mr. And Md. Brand nnd their son and 
daughter. Mr. and Md A. O. Brand, 
have been constantly In attendance on 
the trial. Md John C. Latham, 
daughter of Mrs. Gaylord, was a wit¬ 
ness as were other members of the fam¬ 
ily. Mrs. Ewing, who has not been In 
the courtrom for several days, returned 
yesterday sf'ernon and It 1« expected 
that Md Shevlln will return to-day 
sometime Md Brannin Shirley. Mrs. 
Benjamin H. Rldgley and Miss Rldg¬ 
ley have been prwent continuously.

"He knew* me well enough to call me 
Charlie," said the witness, 'and 1 knew 
him well enough to call him 'Mr. A.

Later witness said, when asked for an 
expression as to Mr. Brannln's mental 
characteristics. 

"He knew what he wanted and he al¬ 
ways went for It.” 

Col Johnson was another of the 
octogenarian witnesses. He will be 
80 years of age on Saturday, he sold. 
He thought Mr. Brannin decidedly pos¬ 
sessed testamentary capacity.

Mr. Brannin's Photograph. 


The fidt witness put on by the con¬ 
testants was Henry Klauber. He was 
shown a photograph of Mr. Brannin, 
which ho said was either a direct print 
or an enlargement from unother photo¬ 
graph. The last time Mr. Brannin was 
phot<<graphed at the Klauber studio 
was in 1890. Mr. Marshall, examining 
the witness, asked. 

“When people have their pictures 
taken, they always try to have them 
look as young as they can?” 

'•Usually.” answered Mr. Klauber. 
w*ho then was excused, and court ad¬ 
journed until 2 o’clock. 

Miss Louise O. Rldgely. put on the 
stand in the afternoon as the first re¬ 
buttal witness for the contestants, was 
shown the same picture of Mr. Brannin 
that was Identified by Mr. Klauber In 
the morning. Miss Rldgely said she 
saw her grandfather In 1801. and that 
he looked much older then than the 
picture showed him. Mrs. Benjamin 
H. Rldgely. recalled to the stand, testi¬ 
fied that the picture made Mr. Brannin 
look younger than he did In 1891, the 
year she and Mr. Rldgely were mar¬ 
ried. 

Judge SamueJ B. Kirby testified as to 
his services In tho settlement of the 
estate of Bettle Sherley and Brannin 
Sherley, when the accounts were settled 
with the Louisville Trust Company. 
His fee. which was $200. cAtne out of 
these properties, Judge Kirby said. 

• • • 

Mrs. Sherley Last Witness. 


Col. Henry L. Stone, general counsel 
for the L. and N. railroad, and pre¬ 
viously City Attorney for eight years, 
was the first witness. He lived as a 
neighbor to Mr. Brannin from 1888 until 
the death of the testator, knew him 
well and did a good deal of business 
for him. Mr. Brunrvin. he said, was a 
man of very strong Intellect, of very 
vigorous mind. He said he remem-, 
bored seeing him at a New Year's re- ; 
ception in 1903 at the Brand home, and i 
noticed no impairment of his physical 
strength. Witness had no doubt of 
Mr. Brannln's testamentary capacity. 
He sold he never knew a man as en¬ 
tirely free from being controlled by 
others as was Mr. Brannin. 

John Middleton, another neighbor of 
Mr. Brannin, and whose wife was a 
niece of the testator, next testified. 
Mr. Brannin. said h#\ was very positive 
and could not bo Influenced easily. If 
at all. The testator's physical condi¬ 
tion to the last was r markable, and 
witness noted not the slightest impair¬ 
ment of his faculties up to the last 
week of his life. His walk, he said, 
was firm. 

Charles L Lindsay, attorney, said 
he met Mr. Brannin in 1886 or 1887. and 
often transacted legal business. He 
last saw the testator In May of 1903. 
The testator's mental faculties were l 
unusually alert for a man of any age, 1 
he said, He possessed a remarkable 
facility of arriving at a decision on 
any matters he considered, and ad¬ 
hered to such Judgments with unusual 
tenacity, he said. Witness said he 
had no doubt as to the testator’s ca¬ 
pacity. 

• • • 

Subjected To No Influences. 


Mrs. Brannin Sherley took the stand 
and was asked as to the settlement of 
the estate of Mr. Sherley. Mr Marshall, 
after some argument on the part of 
counsel as to admissibility of testimony, 
showed the witness a check for $3,687 
and dated April 6. 1899. It was out of 
this check. Mrs Sherley said, that Mr. 
Sherley gave $3,000 to Mr Brannin to 
hold for him until a rainy day. This 
money, witness had said In previous 
testimony, had never been returned to 
her husband or to herself or her daugh¬ 
ter. The point came out In on effort to 
rebut testimony of John H. Brand, who 
said that he knew nothing of any such 
sum and said that probably Mrs. Sher¬ 
ley had been confused. Mrs. Sherlev 
maintained stoutly that she had not 
been confused In the slightest Here 
the court Instructed the Jury that the 
matter could only be considered In as 
It might throw light on the mentAl ca¬ 
pacity of the testator at the time he 
wrote his will. 

At this point the contestants an¬ 
nounced that their case was finished 
Judge and counsel adjourned to cham¬ 
bers to argue tho matter of Instructions 
to the Jury as to how they must con¬ 
sider the evidence offered. This con¬ 
ference lasted half an hour and when 
It was finished court was adjourned 
until this morning at 10 o'clock.
